A substantial increase in the 
school tax will be sought next 
spring, H. Lee Bruns, president 
of the Board of Education, said 
today. 

Bruns declined to estimate the 
amount that would be sought un- 
til a thorough study of school 
needs is completed. 


The major problem of the pub- 
lic school system is teachers’ 
pay, Bruns said. He noted that 
to increase each teacher’s pay by 
only $200 a year would cost a to- 
tal of $800,000. 

School officials have indicated 
that they want to increase teach- 
ers’ salaries by more than that 
amount so salaries here will be 
comparable to those in sur- 
rounding school districts. 


Starting salary in St. Louis 
for teachers with bachelor’s de- 
grees is $4000 a year, with a 
maximum of $6400 after 12 years 
of service. 


Salaries of teachers with mas- 
ter’s degrees range from $4200 
to $6600 after 12 years. 


Local 420 of the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, AFL-CIO, 
proposed last week in a letter to 
the School Board that maximum 
pay for teachers with bachelor’s 
degrees be raised to $7600 annu- 
ally, and to $7800 a year for those 
with master’s degrees. 

One hundred and forty teachers 
left the St. Louis public school 
system during the summer. Se-

Khrushchev said today he will 
present President Eisenhower a 
duplicate of the Soviet pennant 
which the Russians landed on the 
moon. 

Khrushchev said in a statement 
distributed by Tass news agency 
only hours before his departure 
for the United States: 

“Scientists of the Soviet Union 
who designed the rocket and sent 
it to the moon presented me 
with a copy of the pennant which 
was delivered by the Soviet 
rocket. I shall be happy to pre- 
sent a copy of the pennant to 
the United States President, Mr. 
Eisenhower.” 

The giant multistage rocket 
carrying the lunar sphere was 
fired from Moscow at 5 a.m. 
Saturday, St. Louis time. 

It plunged finally onto the dead 
and airless moon at a speed of 
7500 miles an hour, probably 
burying itself deep into the dust 
that is thought to cover the sur- 
face of the earth’s satellite. 

Too Small To Be Seen. 


Though it was the biggest man- 
made object to be hurled so far, 
so fast, it was too small to be 
seen by earth’s mightiest tele- 
scopes as it hit the area known 
to astronomers as the Sea of Se- 
renity, the Sea of Vapors and the 
Sea of Tranquility. 

All are features of the moon’s 
surface mapped years ago by 
earth-bound astonomerrs. Scien- 
tists assume the “seas” are dry 
but do not know whether they 
are expanses of dust or barren 
rock

Vanguard is described as “‘quite 
sensitive” to weather conditions, 
especially winds. 

The last of the Vanguard satel- 
lite-launchers is expected to lift 
from a pad at the Cape within a 
few days. The pencil-shaped 
rocket, this nation’s first de- 
signed expressly to carry satel- 
lites, will bear a 50-pound two- 
in-one moonlet to do research on 
solar radiation and on the earth’s 
magnetic field. 

After that, the Vanguard will 
be used in piecemeal fashion 
with other rockets and missiles 
in United States space explora- 
tion programs. 

Several Vanguard components 
will be worked into the four- 
stage Atlas-Able vehicle that will 
go after a Lunar orbit when 
the moon makes a comparatively 
near approach of 220,000 miles 
to the earth Oct. 2-4. 

The increasingly reliable Atlas 

intercontinental ballistic missile 
will become Atlas-Able’s first or 
booster stage, with the Van- 
guard’s liquid propellant booster 
linked in as the second stage. 
Informed sources said Van- 
guard’s solid propellant third- 
stage rocket will give the final 
boost that scientists hope will 
propel a 375-pound payload into 
an orbit around the moon. 
. The United States moon probe 
will include an electronic scan- 
ner designed to take crude pic- 
tures of the 40 per cent of the 
moon’s “farside”’ surface which 
man has yet to see. 

Later, a vehicle similar to 
Atlas-Able will incorporate a 
modified Atlas I.C.B.M. ‘and the 
Vanguard booster in a space 
program named Vega, the main 
task of which will be to “‘soft 
land” a 300-pound payload on | 
the moon.

Is an Important One 


FOR BETTER MEALS, and better family health, good break- 


fast habits are a ‘“‘must.” 


Most hoshemakers agree with this 
» statement in theory, but in practice haste and different family 


schedules may result in breakfasts that are pretty sketchy affairs. 


The government leaflet de- 
scribed elsewhere on this page 
will serve as an authentic guide 
toward planning a nutritionally 
sound first meal of the day. 


To avoid sameness, the plague 
of many an appetite, imaginative 
cooks can vary the basic com- 
binations in many ways. For ex- 
ample, orange juice, whole 
oranges, grapefruit juice, grape- 
fruit sections topped with a 


‘maraschino cherry are all tempt- 


ing to the appetite, and vary in 
texture and flavor. A bowl of 
colorful fresh fruits in season 
at the center of the breakfast 
table can serve as an in- 
spiration to eat a good break- 
fast. 


Homogenized vitamin D milk, 
with its wealth of protein, min- 
eral and vitamin content, is a 
treat for the whole family. Some 
may like it icy cold; others may 
prefer it warm served with hot 
cereal. 


A wide variety of cereals, 
both hot and cold, make it pos- 
sible to vary this part of the 
breakfast meal almost endlessly. 
Interesting toppings ffor hot 
cereals include light brown 
sugar, a spoonful of preserves, 
honey or maple sirup. Whole 


grain breads and muffins, toast- 
ed and buttered, also add in- 
terest. 

Eggs have their own special 
importance in the diet. No need 
to serve them always in the 
same familiar ways. If the fam- 
ily tires of eggs boiled, scram- 
bled, poached or fried try a 
French omelet, just as easy to 
prepare as scrambled eggs. 

Children who scorn eggs in 
any cooked form may enjoy a 
breakfast eggnog. Just add a 
whole beaten egg to a glassful 
of milk, with sugar to taste and 
a drop of vanilla; stir or beat 
vigorously.

Baked French Toast.

THE IMPORTANCE of serving 
a good breakfast cannot be 
stressed too strongly.

Conscientious homemakers who 
want to be certain that they are 
giving their families the right 
start for the day will find help 
in a leaflet available from the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Entitled “Eat a Good 

Breakfast to Start a Good 

Day,” the folder is available 

from the Superintendent of 

Documents, United States 

Government Printing Office, 

Washington 25, D.C. The 

cost is five cents. 

The leaflet, prepared by the 
Institute of Home Economics, 
Agricultural Research Service, 
is filled with concise, practical 
information. 

Subjects covered include ‘“‘A 
Test of a Good Breakfast,” 
*“‘What’s in a Good Breakfast,” 
“Something Different for Break- 
fast,” “Is Breakfast a Prob- 
lem?” and a calorie chart. 

One paragraph points out that 
eating a bird-sized breakfast or 
skipping the whole meal is a 
poor way to try to keep weight 
under control.

The remarkable accuracy ofthis direct hit 
on the moon, some 236,000 miles from the 

earth, is proof of the high degree of excel- 
lence Soviet Russia has attained in the field 
of rocketry. The 854-pound sphere was only 
84 seconds off schedule. __ 

This was far more than a spectacular feat. 
It displayed the fantastic guidance and ‘con- 
trol systems that were built into the powerful 
multi-stage missile. The Pentagon, in excus- 
ing its lag behind Moscow in ballistic missiles, 
has sometimes questioned whether the Soviet 
missiles had the necessary accuracy. There 
should no longer be any doubt. et. 

To Moscow also goes the credit for having. 
taken the first major step toward interplane- 
tary travel—a crash landing on a heavenly 
body. The next step could be a “soft landing” 
in which the missile is undamaged. Third 
could be the placing of a man in orbit, fol- 
lowed by the landing of a man. How long 
will that take? 

Man has long been fascinated by the dream 
of a trip to the moon. Lucian, Greek philoso- 
pher of the second century A.D., wrote a 
fanciful account of such a journey. Jules 
Verne wrote a novel in 1865 entitled “From 
the Earth to the Moon.” Tsiolkovsky, a Rus- 
sian scientist, published a space travel book 
in 1903 which described the technology much 
as it is today. Hermann Oberth, a German 
scientist, proved mathematically in 1923 that 
a rocket could reach the moon. 

Since Sputnik’s advent, exploration of space 
has progressed rapidly.. The Russians have 
put three Sputniks into orbit with payloads 
of from 184 t6 3000 pounds. Sputnik III is 
still in orbit. Mechta, launched last January 
toward the moon, missed by only 4400 miles 
and is now said to be orbiting the sun. 

Of the 11 satellites the United States has 
put up, eight are still in orbit. The payloads, 
ranging from three to 450 pounds, are 
dwarfed by those of the Soviets. Best lunar 
shot made by the United States missed the 
moon by 37,000 miles. Like Mechta, it is re- 
ported orbiting the sun. Although the United 
States has not hit the moon in its five lunar 
probes, it is possible that Soviet Russia made 
other attempts which it did not report. 

While this achievement has military impli- 
cations, of course, it is of tremendous scientific 

interest, and Soviet propaganda: undoubtedly 
will make the most of the latter aspect during 
Mr. Khrushchev’s visit. No one can blame 
the Russians for boasting about their moon 
shot; it is a great triumph. 


Bi-State Helped in Congress 

The St. Louis metropolitan area can be 
glad that Congress found time in these 
crowded days near the end of the session to 
pass the bill designed to improve the Mis- 
souri-tllinois Bi-State Development Agency. 
Recent changes approved by the Missouri and 
Illinois Legislatures reflected experience in 
the operation of Bi-State and these in turn 
needed congressional indorsement since in- 
terstate compacts are under the control of 
Congress. Had Congress not acted in this 
session, the necessary approval would have 
been delayed four to six months. As soon as 
President Eisenhower puts his name on the 
measure, Bi-State can begin to enlarge its 
co-ordinating and operating activities for the 
St. Louis area which now includes some 225 
municipalities and an overall population of 
more than 2,000,000.

Report on Illinois Tollways 

Residents of Illinois, remembering that 
the Illinois toll road system was financed by 
the sale of an amazingly large bond issue of 
$441,000,000, may wonder whether incoming 
tolls are enough to meet interest payments. 


The facts about the Illinois system are pre-” 


sented in an article on toll highways over the 
country in Investor’s Reader, published by 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith. . 

The Illinois bond issue is so large that the 
tollway commission needs a monthly income 
of $1,432,000 just to meet interest payments. 
So far the best month was last June when 
$1,217,000 came in. This lacked more than - 
$200,000 of producing the amount required 
for interest. Until July 1, 1960, interest is 
assured as it is paid out of cash set aside when 
the bonds-were sold. 

But eventually the Illinois system must 
make its way or get into serious trouble. Why 
the costly Illinois system was set up with the 
federal highway program so near at hand 
still needs explaining. 


Medical Care After 65 


Federal health insurance for the aged may 
be one of the thornier issues of the next 
campaign. The demand for it already has 
been made in Congress and probably will be 
repeated when the party platforms are nailed 
together. 

Those over 65 are likely to encounter diffi- 
culty in getting health insurance. They -are 
the most likely to need it, and the least likely 
to, be able to pay for it. They are likely to 
suffer from costly after their earn- 
ing power has ended. And these illnesses— 
unless there are substantial savings or helpful 
relatives—are likely to be disastrous.

Only a couple of weeks ago 
Shaw was saying that he had 
the kind of material ‘‘to make a 
lot of noise’ while shying away 
from any predictions.

15 of 28 Passes Good. 

Van. Brocklin, who can carry 
a team a long way if he gets 
a little help, did exactly that 
against the Colts. The 33-year- 
old Dutchman, who completed 
198 of 374 passes (high for the 
league in both respects) last 
year, made good on 15 of 28 
attempts. 

And McDonald, former All- 
America from Oklahoma, 
snagged three of them for TDs. 
The third was a dazzling 55-yard 
play on which Tommy out- 
maneuvered Carl Taseff, one of 
the N.F.L.’s top defensive backs, 
to make the completion. That 
gave McDonald nine touchdowns 
in five games. 

The victory was especially im- 
pressive because in five games 
now the Eagles have beaten only 
two clubs—the Colts and the 
Giants, last year’s Eastern Divi- 
sion champs. 

The 14 points scored by the 
Colts represented a low for the 
club in exhibition play, but it can 
be attributéd to the absence from 
the game of No. 1 quarterback 
Johnny Unitas, who sat it out 
while Ray Brown was given a 
chance to run the club. 

Brown didn’t do too badly at 
that. He completed 16 of 33 
passes for 199 yards. The Balti- 
more TDs came on a four-yard 
Brown to Jerry Richardson pass 
and a one-yard plunge by Alan 
Ameche. Rookie Theron Sapp’s 
seven-yard run and Walt Kowal- 
czyk’s one-yard plunge accounted 
for the other Philadelphia touch- 
downs. 

Lions Defeat Browns. 

In Sunday’s only other game, 
the Detroit Lions defeated the 
Cleveland Browns, 31-28; on 
Tobin Rote’s two last-quarter 
touchdown passes to John Henry 
Johnson. John’s second TD came 
with but 71 seconds left to play 
and only 22 seconds after he 
had put the Lions back in con- 
tention by grabbing a pass tipped 
into his hands by Browns’ de- 
fender Lowe Wren. 

In Saturday night action, the 
Cleveland Browns buried the San 
Francisco Forty Niners, 48-14, 


with Jon Arnett and Tommy Wil- 
son scoring twice each, and the 
Green Bay Packers edged the 
Washington Redskins, 20-13. Paul 
Hornung. was the Green Bay 
hero, scoring two touchdowns 


and booting two field goals.

All audiences are 
the same; it depends on 
what they’ve been weaned 
on.

been weaned the wrong way.” 

Sahl is attempting to make an incursion into mass media 
—notably two TV specials, one for Revion on Oct. 8 on CBS 
and one for Pontiac Nov. 2 on NBC. “I’m the host—whatever 
that means. Well, I made one picture—that means I can host 
a TV show. Look at TV—General Motors, Ford and Revion, 
right? Federal theater comes back to the people.” 


On television, Sahl will endeavor to see if there 
is a mass audience for material which, as he puts it, 
is “of the moment.” “T’ll do something political— 
walking on ice, but for identity.” This’ll be interesting. 
Among Sahl’s cracks in the past has been this one 
about Nixon: “His chances look good—but what about 
ours?” About Rockefeller: “He’s promising the kids 
Little League polo.” About Adm. Strauss: “He says 
there’s no increase in radioactivity but not to plan 
large families.” 


I asked him if he thought of himself as another Will 
Rogers: “I didn’t dig Will Rogers. I used to laugh a lot 
at Jonathan Winters. I don’t like an awful lot of the estab- 
lished people. Mark Twain’s the last comedy writer I dug. 
Caesar was the only TV comic I really laughed at.” 

Sahl came out of the poetry and jazz joints in San Fran- 
cisco and we got to talking about those: “Jazz musicians now 
use impotence as a common level among men. Hard boppers 
especially.” 

What are hard boppers? 

‘“‘They’re the group that remind you that the steel mills are 
still open. Blakey and Miles. All the musicians are going 
back to postwar bop. It’s a hard, cruel sound, volumetrically 
loud, equated with honesty but mechanically erratic. (Honestly, 
Sahl talks this way.) I’m against it. You know there’s a 
terrible chasm between black and white musicians. If two 
men are up for a job, the Negro gets it every time. They 
play with virility, and all that other folklore.” 


We fell to discussing the coffee houses which are 
blossoming all over. A whole generation of young 
coffee drinkers that never had tasted whisky is spring- 
ing up, and I remarked that if I were a distiller this 
would worry me. Sahil said it’s already worrying the 
bar owners. 


“In Los Angeles, the bar owners are harassing the coffee 
shop owners who are costing them business. The police are 
down on the coffee shop people to take out entertainment 
licenses. Like if two people sit around and discuss politics 
it’s entertainment. 

The police told the coffee shop people they couldn’t serve 
food outside because it was against a health ordinance. The 
drive-ins have been serving food outside for 25 years. Right? 
A friend of mine who owns the Unicorn was sitting outside 
one day; the sun was shining and he took a table out there. 
Up came the cops. He just got up from the table and put a 
dime in the parking meter to show he’s in favor of the. system 
~—so they let him alone. 

“L.A. now has 50 coffee houses. Marlon Brando sits in 
Chez Paulette sipping coffee and across the street Sinatra sits 
at Dino’s with the iced champagne and 35 guests—each one 
ruling his own society.” 

What, I asked, were his ultimate aims? “I’m interested in 
the theatrical area—theater, movies. I’ve been lucky. The 
growth process has been good. I’ve grown fast and I’ve 
gotten an audience which proves there is an audience which 
thinks. I just wanted to prove a point. They don’t just want 
slapstick. I’m firmly dedicated to grinding the people I con- 
sider talentless into dust. The world is crazy. Man has always 
wanted to build something to leave behind him. He used to 
mean the pyramids. Now, he means film shows.” —

THIS IS A MEDICO village. Here two young Texans are under.

He plans to 
return to Laos. 


Meanwhile, Earl Rhine and 
Dwight Davis, both 27, from 
Austin, Tex., carry on his work 
with primitive tribesmen in 
this village, five miles from 
the Red China border. 


They are training two village 
girls as nurses with emphasis on 
midwifery. 

Rhine and Davis took a pre 
medical course at the University 
of Texas and have six years ex- 
perience as surgical technicians 
including Army corpsmen duty. 

Here they perform surgery in- 
cluding removal of tumors and 
sewing up natives mauled by ti- 
gers or suffering gunshot 
wounds. They have just received 
a dental drill so they can fill 


teeth. 

They have been in Muong Sing, 
which is now threatened by Com- 
munist invaders, since last Octo- 
ber. In the first two months they 
plastered a ramshackle house 
and arranged an operating room, 
a dental room and an examina- 
tion room. 

The clinic is primitive but neat 
and much cleaner than most 
clinics in Laos. 

The two are intensely devoted 
to their jobs despite obstacles 
such as tribal superstitions, in- 
accessibility of outlying villages 
and lack of communications.

Your Aching Back 


DO YOU KNOW that the way you settle down in your 
car can have a distinct effect on whether your posture causes 


your back to hurt? Although adjustable automobile seats are | 


a blessing — if you'use them properly. Many of us, whether 
too tall, too fat or too creaky, push the seat back to make 
it easy to get into the car, but don’t bother to pull it for- 
ward again afterward. 

What’s the difference? For some of us—there isn’t any. 
But for others extra support of the back, while sitting, is the 
difference between aching back and comfortable back. For 
some, a cushion helps enough. For others, drawing the Seat 
forward helps, or, perhaps, pushing the hips back against the 
seat so the back is supported and the spine carries the weight 
vertically instead of aslant or curved. 


Letting the back sag at night can make it tired or achy. 
A worn out mattress is no economy. Or, if the mattress is 
all right except being too soft, a bed board (a sheet of ply- 
wood or other thin lumber is fine) between it and the springs 
will stiffen it up to your benefit. 


Some activities tend to strain or tire the back 
muscles. Leaning forward frequently will bother some 
of us. Most certainly lifting heavy weights with the 
back bent instead of straight (let your leg muscles do 
the lifting) is asking for trouble. 


Flat feet have caused as many aching backs as they have 
caused aching feet, I dare say. Being overweight imposes 
not only the strain of the weight itself, but it throws the body 
into abnormal posture. 


As we grow older, some of us suffer from ordinary wear 
and tear of the bones in the spine. An overgrowth or “lip- 
ping” of the bone at the edges can pinch a nerve root and 
cause pain. There’s not much to do about this except to use 
a brace or corset for support, and to avoid heavy lifting or 
too much bending. Eventually this pain subsides. 


Osteoporosis (porous tendency in the bone) may 
bother some women after menopause. (Hormones and 
high protein diet provide relief.) Diseases of the pelvic 
organs also are notorious for causing back pain. In 
men, infection or enlargement of the prostate gland is 
an offender. And in both sexes kidney stones and kid- 
ney diseases as well as colon disease can cause back- 
ache. 


I must emphasize that the “lumbago” type of back pain— 
muscle strain from poor posture—is most common. Such a 
back should not be kept stiff. Cautious, gradual bending, 
twisting and squatting exercises are the best way to tone up 
the muscles and improve posture. In some acute cases, 4 
week or 10 days of heat, rest and avoidance of undue strains 


‘may be needed. 


But there is no substitute for examination, including X-ray 
if need be, to find the real causes of the trouble. And the 
rarer ones are sometimes surprising. The worst “industrial 
back” I ever saw wsn’t that at all, Tt turned out to bs 
trichinosis, resulting trom eating pork that hadn’t been ade- 
quately cooked, | 7

| Educators Offer Helpful Advice to Parents Who Have

“COLOR, cut out and paste, 
color, cut out and paste,” grum- 
bles the kindergartener in a car- 
toon, “and where does it get 
you?” 

Actually, some children, eager 
for more grown-up status, do 
long for formal instruction. 

Yet, to the first grader, al- 
most everything is an unknown 
quantity. No wonder some grow 
tense and fearful. This is a time 
when your child needs all the en- 
cousagement you can give. 

Should you visit school often 
during class time? Probably not. 

Should you try to help Johnny 
read? If you do, be sure you are 
not at cross purposes with the 
teacher. The wise parent co-op- 
erates, praises, encourages in 
the first and second grades. 

“But my Billy is almost 
through first grade and can’t 
read,”” objects Mrs. Jones. 

“‘What does his teacher say?’’ 

“Oh that he’s young for his 
age and isn’t ready. Said I 
should read to him more and 
take him places. I’ve got enough 
to do. That’s her job! I don’t 
think she’s any good.” 


It’s a fairly safe bet that if 
Billy doesn’t have a reading 
problem now, he soon will! Mrs. 
Jones’ attitude is likely to dis- 
hearten both Billy and teacher. 


Mrs. Jones’s concern would 
be justified if Billy were al- 
most 8. If your child cannot 
read simple stories by the 
time he finishes third grade, 
take the matter seriously but 
try not te frighten him. Emo- 
tion is g common cause of 
“reading ' block.” 


First look for a physical cause. 
Does he have normal sight and 
hearing? Arrange for a really 
thorough examination. Tell the 
oculist the child is having trou- 
ble learning to read. For any 
weakness or abnormal condition, 
treatment should begin immedi- 
ately. 

If no physical cause appears, 
the next step is to insist on con- 
ferences with the teacher, the 
reading specialist and possibly 
the principal. 

What seem to be the child’s 
chief, difficulties? How retarded 
is he? What tests have been 
given and what do they indicate 
on intelligence, maturity, ‘read- 
ing readiness? Does the school 
offer special help for those with 
learning difficulties? If not 
where is help available? What 
can be done at home to help? 
What aid is the school going to 
give the child? 

You may wish to have a quali- 
fied person tutor him. It is not 


Dramatic Story From South 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK, Sept. 14 

A YOUNG MAN was brought to 
visit me the other evening who 
had a dramatic story of the 
South to tell. He is a teacher 
by profession, and for a short 
time last summer taught at the 
Highlander Folk School in Mon- 
teagle, Tenn: This sckool several 
times has been the object of 
attack because it holds integrated 
meetings for Negroes and white 
people who frequently conduct 
seminars or workshops to dis- 
cuss and be trained for work in 
the labor movement. The accusa- 
tions leveled against the school 
have always been that it was 
Communist. 

These accusations have never 
stood up in court, and last year, 
when I visited the school, I met 
some interesting people but 
found no one that I thought was 
Communist. Moreover, nothing 
was served at any meal, so far 
as I could see, that was stronger 
than fruit punch. 


NEVERTHELESS, my visitor 
told.me that he had been arrest- 
ed at the school with two other. 
white teachers, all of whom 
were living for the summer 
period in the home of the di- 
rector, Myles Horton. At the 
same time, a Negro woman, who 


was the director of education in . 


the school, also was arrested 
during a seminar. The charge 
against them all was ‘‘drunk and 


disorderly conduct and resisting 
arrest.” 

I asked the young man when 
he had last had a drink, and 
he said 10 days before. In Mr. 
Horton’s home the police dis- 
covered one bottle containing a 
small amount of gin and another 
containing a small amount of 
tum. These my young man could 
account for, but he was sur- 
prised when the police ‘“‘discov- 
ered’’ one other bottle of moon-., 
shine. 


WHEN THEY ARRIVED at the 
jail, the people from the school, 
of course, followed to offer bail. 
But the official in charge an- 
nounced that since the complaint 
was drunkenness, they must 
spend eight hours in jail to sober 
up. 

This seems to me just another 
attempt, failing the Cqmmunist 
charge, to close up a_ school 
which has been doing excellent 
labor education and which has 
been proving day by day that 
Negro and white people can live, 
work and play together and 
grow in a Christian spirit of un- 
derstanding and charity.

HERE IS a problem of defense 
on which a .psychological ap- 
proach will be helpful.

But have you looked at your tax 
bill lately? 

The idea of reading “readi- 
ness’’ bothers many fathers and 
mothers. Research has shown, 
however, that at a certain point 
in their development most chil- 
dren can learn to read with 
minimum difficulty. Before that, 
the chance of failure will be 
greater. It is said that Woodrow 
Wilson could not read well until 
he was 10. 

Forty years ago most third-

graders were required to master 
long division. For thousands it 
was a “time of troubles.’”’ Third 
graders today have troubles, but 
long division is not likely to be 
one of them. It is not taught 
until fifth grade or later, when 
children are able to learn it 
easily. 

Parents can help a child de- 
velop the ability to concentrate 
and follow through by gentle re- 
minders and encouragement. One 
way is to read him a story and 
then ask him to tell it to you. 
Help him recall important de- 
tails, and be sure to praise. 

Another area where you -can 
help is in making decisions. This 
is painfully hard for many 
youngsters. It takes times and 
effort, but it is a good idea to 
let children have some choice 
in the clothes they wear, the

food they eat, and the games 
they play. This does not mean 
Billy may play with his father’s 
rifle! 

At some time a child may be- 
come disheartened. Perhaps he 
does not like his teacher or— 


more likely—feels she does not 


like him. Perhaps he thinks the 
instruction inadequate, the work 
too hard, or other children pick- 
ing on him. 

There is a fairly good chance 
he ig imagining things, but also 
a chance he is right. Parents 
can help by listening carefully 
to all complaints and then in- 
vestigating. A phone call to the 
teacher will sometimes straight- 
en things out. If a child seems 
tense and worried, it may be a 
good idea to let him stay home 
a day or two. This should not 
be allowed often for some chil- 
dren get the idea of playing sick. 

What should parents do if their 
child is in the hands of an un- 
just or incompetent teacher? 
Many are reluctant to complain. 
But little children should not be 
left to the mercies of an un- 
trained or neurotic person. After

making sure of their facts, par- 
ents should: go to the principal 
and, if necessary, to the super- 
intendent. Be firm and insistent, 
though always tactfu). It usually 
is possible to transfer a child 
to another class or even to an- 
other school. 


One of the best things a 
parent can do is to be friends 
with a child’s teachers. It 
pays dividends, 

“I’ve taught in this town for 
30 years,” a well known teach- 
er remarked recently, “and in 
all of that time only three of 
my pupils’ families have in- 


vited me to dinner.”

I 
have always suspected that ero- 
sion from the granite hills of 
the eastern Ozarks for millions 
of years has deposited here a 
thick layer of soil of extremely 
low productivity.

And 
because its water areas are 
deeper, the fishing is even better 
than at Mingo. In hours of use, 
in fact, fishing exceeds hunting 
in importance at Duck Creek, 


although i#t is one of our very 
best public waterfowl hunting 
areas. 

Our cavalcade of cars driving 
out. from Poplar Bluff stopped 
first at the Mingo headquarters. 
Here we were met by refuge 
manager Manke, who has come 
to Missouri recently from Crab 
Orchard Refuge in Illinois. He 
and his assistant John Sifford, 
who was born and raised in this 
locality joined us for a tour of 
the area after telling us a bit 
of what they are trying to ac- 
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complish here. A good road 
system traverses the refuge and 
we drove along some of the 
ditches where cardinal lobelia | 
grows four feet high, along with | 
swamp mallow and lotus lily. | 
Many wood ducks nest in the | 
Mingo, most of them in nesting | 
boxes ~provided by the refuge | 
personnel. Although we saw few 
other ducks, since_these have 
hardly started south yet, we did 
observe a wealth of other bird 
life. 

Both Mingo and Duck Creek, 
which we later toured with 
manager George Brakhage, 
are actually “farmed” for the 
benefit of the wildlife. Ground 
where drainage is good may 
be rented out to farmers to 
raise rice, corn or beans on 
shares, with one-third of the 
crop left unharvested in the 
fields for feed. 

We came back to the Duck 
Creek headquarters with real 
regret that we didn’t have sev- 
eral days instead of a short hour 
or two. But this regret was for- 
gotten when the boys turned out 
a luncheon of piping hot bass, 
bluegill and crappie, ‘accom- 
panied by pan after pan of corn- 
bread. We were by this time 
dusty and sun-burned—but every- 
body agreed that our meeting 
had gotten off to a fine and in- 
structive start.

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‘Barking Deer’ of Asia

THE WORLD CONTAINS some 
deer which are able to bark. 
They have the special name of 
*‘muntjaks” (pronounced MUNT- 
jax, the first syllable rhyming 
with BUNT). They also have 
the popular name of “barking 
deer.”’ 


Barking deer live in India and 
elsewhere in southern _ Asia. 
They are found on several is- 
lands of the East Indies, espe- 
cially Java and Sumatra. 

When it is alarmed, the bark- 
ing deer utters a sharp, barking 
noise. This sound comes forth 
during the mating season, in 
early morning or soon after sun- 
set. It seems to be a “courting 
call,” as well as a cry of alarm. 

These small deer are fast run- 
ners, and depend on speed to 
escape from. enemies. They 


The barking deer is a strong 
fighter for its size. It seldom 
reaches a height of more than 
two feet at the shoulders, but 
the male has a pair of two- 
pronged antlers, and these can 
damage an enemy. The male 
has long, sharp canine teeth in 
his upper jaw, and uses them 
in a fight. Hunting dogs have 
been laid low after attacking 
such “game.” 


These interesting deer are pur- 
sued by hunters. Natives set 
loose a pack of dogs in one part 
of a woodland, while other na- 
tives wait nearby, ready to shoot 
the barking deer which may be 
routed. 

Sloping land is preferred by 
barking deer, provided that good 
thickets exist in the area. At 
twilight the animals come forth 
from their cover and graze on
